interest his hearers enough to keep them
awake, it would be all right that they should
sleep.

1 am inclined to think that a great deal of
the coldness in the churches, and soperficiali-
ty of hearers in Chrnstian intelligence, are
traceable tolthe method of preaching above
alluded to, and which is very prevalentin all
the charclies. They deal in generals, and
leave the leaven of the minutim to work itself,
lest perchance (I fear in some cases at least)
it might work so bard that it might work some
of the larger loaves ont of the church. This
is a mistake in our clergymen: a product of
rationalism ; a wanl of faith.
of ns but need instruction, especially as to
what is right and wrong. For insmnce, |
know, otherwise intelligent men, professing
Chnistians for forly years, who, I have no
doubt, sincerely think that that is not a sin
which the more intelligent minds of Wesley
and Sharp denominate the sam of all villaini
and robbery. Their ordination vows requi
them to presch against every sin, and this
course will drive no Christian oot of the
church, however great his foibles and short
comings may be. If it drive any out, it will
be those that should never have been in. If
they are determined to remain the children of
the devil, it is more fitting that they should be
in the r congregation, If thev have the
seads of the new life in them, it will do them
good 1o be turned out 1o eat grass (Nebnchad-
nezzar-like) for ‘a season, they will retarn
with a greaierzest for the right ways.
